not avoid. Therefore to the end that they alſo may have fatisfaRion, 1 have ſoplaced the 
Poſtures 05 the Masket, that they may make uſe of ſo many-ofthem as they ſhall-thinke 
neceſlary, and leave thereſt to ſuch as require a more exaR and ample ſartisfation. But 
before I expoſethe Poſtares to the publike ſurvay, me thinks I-hear-ſome already enqui- 
ring, Whatis Poſture? Wherefore, that I may fatisfie them, and notbe troubleſome to 
others, in briefe thus.

Bur of theſe erccleſh x2 
Natures, that lie as it were in * ambuſh, to carp and find fault , endeavouring to wreſt _ 3 
ood intentions to their evill conſtrattions ; ſeeing the Wiſe-man complained of ſach 
ſong ſince, and that Natnre hath not been wanting to chruſt-off the ſame br: o4 daily into 
the World, as bad, and perhaps more malicious, I willleave them to cheir eafie wayes 
ofreprehen{1on, then which there is noching of more facilty, and return to the work of 
this Chapter.

on a Continent, there may be ſomthing ſaid for the uſe of ſuch Nags, eſpecially where 
the Lanciers are tnuſe, and inan Army, andrtheretore I ſhall mention no more of that 
particular. As concerning what ſome do apprehend, that heis not to ſuffer the Captains 
citkzer to make Officers, orto abſent themſelves from their Commands, without his leave : 
'As-to the latter part, thereisno queſtion but it is very requiſite, becauſe the want of 


want the help of ſuch ona ſudden, whoſe abſence / unknown to him) may occaſion the 
miſcarriage of- ſome eminent Deſign: Bur as to the former, concerning his Choice of 
his Officers ( after the firſt Choice at the Raiſing of the T roope ) there may be mneh faid 
for it, and againſt it, andit having been the ſubje& of Sreat Debates amongſt Militer 

Officers, But where that Priviledgeis allowed toa Captain, ard that he preferrs ſuch as 


will intime makeit evident that it will be adyantagious to a Gereral to allow him ſucha 
Priviledge, which if he bea deſerving Perſon, will oblige him the more to his General, 
and his own Sox/diers will ſtick the clofer to him, and be more obedient to his Commands 


bath his Officers apart, and in that which concerneth the Cavallry, neither the Lord 
Marfoall ( or Major Gentrall of the Army ) nor LordGenerall himſelf uſeth to diſpoſe 
of any thing without his Advice. If he paſs through the Luarters of the Cavalry, or 
TIsfantry, his Trumpets areto Sound, but not where the Lord Gener al! Quartereth, or 
where heis in Perſon. When he Commandeth in the Army ( in abſence of the Lord 
Generall ) if he Engageina Batte// againſt the Enemy, his place is then in the Battle, 
that he may beable to give Ordeys toall, as occaſion ſhall require; Many other particy- 
larstbere are, thar ſeveral Axthors do mention, to belong to this Officer in Chiet of the 


Cavallry, the whichthe more inquiſitive Perſons, deſirous of Knowledge in ſuch things, | 


may, with lictle pains taking, find out, amongſt the ſaid Authors that have written of this 
Subject, of the Cavallry.

Orders and the Word, and having givenit totheGenerall, and Lievienant Generall, they 
are to giveitto the Duartcr-maſter-Generall,that he may diſtributeit : But of late, their 
Places and Duties have been ſupplyed by two Perſons, {tilled Adjutants Genereall, the 
One belonging to the Horſe, the Orher to the Foot ,, there having been no mention made 
of Major Generall, of CommiſſaryGenerall of the Horſe intheſe late Wars in the Par- 
liaments Army but only of ſuch asbore thoſe Titles, in relation to both the Cavalry 
and [ufartr 3. 

Ought to be a Perſon of ſolid-Knowledge in Military Diſcipline, and well read in fe- The Quay- 
veral of the Liberal Sciences, buteſpeciaily in Arithmetickand Geometry, and to have #meſtcr- 
an inſight into the Art of Surveying and Meaſuring of Grounds, for it belongsto his *. 
Office to appoint Lodgings or Vuarterages,cither inthe Field, Towns or Cities; Where- 
fore he ought to be well vers'd in ACapps, and to have good Intelligence of the Coun- 
tries where through the Cavalryare to Marich, with the Villages and Places adjacenc 
to their Quarters, whereby he may place his Ozt-Gamnrds and Sentinels, and what 
Avenxes thereare, whereby the Enemy may come with leaſt diſcovery to Alarm them, 
or beat up therr 2#arters, as alſo what Wayes Paxtics arctobe ſent forth, whereby 
they may gain the betcer Intelligence of the Enemies Approches or: Defigues. He is to 
keep a Liſt of the Gaurds, Conveyes, and Cavalcadoes, or Exploits of the Horſe, He 
onght to vifitthe Gaxrds and Sentinels by Day and Night, and ſhew the 4/ar«m place 
to the particular Zuarrtermaſters, when they go to him in the Evening to Receive the 
Wzrd. He mult be Cautious of making any Reports, but what are truths: And if any 
Ordey for haſt be given him by word of Mouth, himſelf mutt go and deliverir, and.not 
truſt it to others. | 

Ought to be endowed with all thoſe Noble Parts, which are to be expectedin a Foot The C*t- 
C aptain, and rather in a fuller Meafure, in regard heis ro Govern Man and Beaſt , 799 of 
He muſt be a perfect and Compleat Horſe-man himſelf, and endeavour to make his 7 r00p Horſe 
good Hor/c-1m24 , ſhewing them how to fita Horſe ina comely poſture, carrying his Body 
upright, the Right Hand bearing his Pio, or Carbine, couch'd upon his Thigh , His 
Left Hand with the Bridle Reyns under the gaard of the Pammell of the Saddle, and his 
Legs cloſe and {treight by his Horſes ſides, with kis Toes turned a little inwards, his 
Horſe ſo well manuaged, that he will ftand conſtantly without Rage or Diſtemper. He 


| is likewiſe to ſee his Soularers well Hors'd, with compleat Arwonr, their Furniture ſuffi» 


cient, their Briales well Reyned, and lined witha Wyre Chain, their P:iſtolls and Car- 
bizzs, clean and well fixed , and hemuſt endeavour ro make ail his S-#!diexs, as got ſhot 
or marks-men as himſelf, or elſe all his|1bour wil be to litcle purpoſe. He muſt be Vi- 
gilant, Sober, Continent, moaeſt 1n his A pparrel, curi: rs 0 have good Horſes and Arms, 
thereby to give Example to his Sxw/diers, and to fer them punRual in their D#ty, and 
exactly ablervant of Dzſciplive ;. Fortheir Frcurhons and Extortions cannot be reme- 
dicd, unicls the Capaatn keep them in Order, Wherein if he be negligent, ke looſerh his. 
Reputation wich his Swperiozrs, If he be Covetors, or givento Gaming, heis ready to 
bedrawn ts lay hands ( oitentimes) on the Pay due to the Syzldicys, whereby he aifo- 
OVer-- 
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overthroweth bis Reputation and Credit, A Coverons defire of Riches ſhould not en- 
' ter into A gexerers Hearr, He muſt diligently and punRually obſerve the O-ders which 
thallbe given him, or ſent him from his S#pertors, and bein the place atthe appointed 
Hour with his 7rp, and otners under his Charge, On all occafions, he mu be fir} 
on Horſe-back,, to give good example to his Soxldieys, and keep his Troop compleat and 
full, He muſt be Cautious of over-ſlipping any Opportunity, which may be taken either 
in Offending che Enemy, or ſecuring himſelf, For not toadventure when he ſhould, is 
cawaraiſeand not prudence, and to dare when he ſhould not, is 7a/ne/s and not vie 
loar ; Wherefore he mult trame his Councels and Aﬀettions upon the mould of neceſſary 


Circumſtances, He muſt alwayes ſtrive by deſert, to advance himſelf to higher Places,, 
by ſtudying how to endamage his Enemy, to this end heonght often to Conſult with his" 


belt experienced Ssx/azers, and to make it his work to know them all by their Names, 
that ſo he may diſtinQly call them by the ſame, upon any occaſion, it being an en- 
couragement to themto be known by Name of their Captain. | | 
1eis totake notice, that nothing ſnatches Vi&oyy out of the hand of the /; for ſo ſoon 
as untimely falling to the Spoi/ , upon ſuch diſorder, the vittors give place to the vas. 
quiſhed : Whatſoever ſhould befal, he muſt rake heed of diſcovering any Fear, on 
whoſe Countenance,and Courage the Souldiers depend; and muſt alwayes ſhew a good 
Reſolution, in the Orders which he ſhall give, without confounding himſelf, knowing 
that there is no place for Counfel in him, whoſe reaſon is ſurpriz'd by Fears. He mu$ 
cheriſh his well-deſerving Souldrers, and Caſhier the contrary; and it muſt be his Care 
ro have one or more of them, knowing the Wayes of the Conntzy, to ſerve him as his 
Guides, (becauſethe Bores are neither alwayesat hand, noralwayesto be truſted ) and 
to ſuch he is to give ſome Allowance extraordinary, Out of his 77oop ( if he can ob- 
rain that Favour ofthe Geyera/ ) heis to Chuſe hisInferior Officers, weighing every ones 


merit without partiallity, whereby he ſhall give Content and Encouragement to his 


Soxldiers, and ſhall be ſure not to be denied by the Gezeral, inthe Confirmation of the 
ſaidOfficers. Concerning hes laſt particular,we find it mentioned by way of Complaint, 
inthe Writings of Melzo and Baſta, That the Captains places, being ofcen diſpoſed of 
by the Prince ( as the Captains in Flanders are appointed at the Coxrt in Spain ) there 
do ariſe many Inconveniences thereby, eſpecially theſe two, Firſt, Young and Unex- 
perienced Gentlemen are made Captains : And Secondly, Many good Seuldiers are loſt, 
who ſeeing their Hopes of Advancement ( by degrees and Merit) cut off, abandon the 
Service, 

Ina Pitch'd Bartel! he muſt ſeldom or never ſeek to Charge the Enemy inthe Front, e- 
ſpecially if the ewo Armies are near joyning, fearing leſt his Hoy ſes wrong his Foot 
Companies, by a diſorderly Retreat, then poſfibly he can offend the Enemy, wherefore 
the beſt and fafeſt place ro Charge the Enemy upon, is the Flanks and Riey. 

When the Exzemy ſhall Charge him with one of his T7oopes, let him not make much 
haſt to meet him, andif the Ground be of Advantage ( whereon he ftood at the firſt 
view of them) keep it : if not, Advance ſoftly forwards, until the Zzemy be within an 
hundred paces of you, and thenfall into your Carere, by this means your Hor/e will be 
in breath and good Order, whereas the Zxexzy will be to ſeck. 

The Captain of the Curiaſſiers barhthe priority of Command next the Captain of the 
Haronebnſnicrs : The Captain of the Carbines hath the Third place, The Dragooncs 

are of the meaneſt Account, although many times rhey do the beſt Service,

He ought to beare the true Image of his Captain, for heis employed upon many Ser- 
vices by him, more than any other 7»ferior Officers are , as Guarding ſome parriculzr 
Paſſages, Riding out upon Partses, to give Intelligence ( from the Country People) of

In the Captains abſence, he Commandsthe 7700p , vpon whom uſuilly all difficulties - 


doreſt ; Becauſe oftentimes the Troopes are given to vourg Gertlemen, which want Ex- 
perience. He is to Exerciſe his men Wiſely and Ocderly, uſing tis Command over 
them, that he may be more beloved chan feared : Hemuſt be (tric in ſecing them dotheir 
Dxty with all fitting punRuallity, & that they have a Care of their Horſes & Armes. His 
proper place for Martching isalwayes inthe Reey ( unleſs the Captain be abſent, and 
then he is to Martch in the Head of the Trop, cauting the Soxldiers fo Marcch orderly 
after the Caprain, andthe Celcmrs, (or Corzet ) ard not to ſuffer any to traggie from 
the Troop, It is requiſite that he can Read and }Vrite well, becauſe he is to keep the Lilt. 
of the Names of every Perſon in his Troop, and by reaſon of Orders or Letters ſent to 
him from his S»perioxrs, Which he muſt not ſhew co others, He muſt know the fufi- 
ciency. of every Soxldier, that upon any occaſion he may employ them accordingly. 
When he isto paſſe upon any D»ty, he is firſt ro gain the beſt InſtruQions for the Ad- 
rancigein manuaging the Service he is employed about the Troop Martching to the 
Guard in any place, and approaching nearit, the Liemtenant (in theſe /ate Wars tie 
Duarterm#ſter ) goeth beforeto take notice of the Garrd-place, andrto ſpeak withthe 
Lieutenant ('or Officer in Chief ) of the Troop which is to be Relieved, to inform himſelf 
of the place for the Sentinels for the Day and for the Night, and what wayes he is © 
ſend forth Parties, and how far, and how often, arndof all other things requiſite. He 
ought himſelf ( but now often perfermed by the L»artermaſter, or an honeit or able

V towards the Re-mounting of the Sox/dirrs whoſe Horſes were loſtin Service, ' 
ſome Azthors do mention ; But the Long Parliament in the late War, were ſuch good 
Husbands a: laft, that they-not only lefſened their Pay, but put them to ſupply them- 
ſelves with good Horſes at their own Charge, or elſe o:hers were Xuftercd in their 
rooM, 
Now when the Cavalryare ina fit Condition to take the Field, it will be fic to Con-- 
fider, what Proportion of the Cavalry, there ſhould be joyned tothe Infantry, tomake 
an Army Compleat and Uieful, for a great Namber of Foot, not having a Proportion- 
able Number of Hoy/e, are like untoa great B dj, with weak Arms and Legs; the Ca-- 
valry being weil compared co the laſt, Therefore, there is firſt ro be Conſidered ( after 
good Incciligence of the Enemies (trengch, both of H:rſe and Foot, and im which he is 
fironge!tin) the Deſign it ſelf, whether ro [=vag4r 1 Country and ſoto hazarda Bartel, 
(and therein to Conlider the Nature, and Scituation of the Country, whe:her Woods, 
Incloſures, Champion, Hilly, Plain, Watry or Boggs) or to Beleaguer ſome place of

What Forreign Nations havepractiſed asto the Proportioning of the Cavalry with 
the Infantry, will be no certain Rule for thoſe that come after, no more, than ro make 
uſe of their Arms, or manner of Drawing up of their Forces in Barr«lia, becauſe Cir-- 
cumſtances of Times and Place, may make them both uſeleſs: However, you may take: 

The Romans in their 
Infancy of Goverxwmert, had their Legions to conſilt of One Horſe, to Ten Foor , Aﬀer-- 
wards, in their Conſ#lary Gewernment, it is obſerved, that their Legions had ſome other 
Proportion, as 6100 Fart and 726 Horſe, And when their Auxiliaries were added, 
their Legiox conliſted of 16000 Foot and 2000 Horſe, there being bur 5 Foot to 1 Horſe. 
In the H:iftory of Holy Writ, alchongh there be mention made of many Battels, yet there - 
isno mention made of any Horſe, as to what Proportion they had, or whether they had 
any; In Solomon's time ( who was a manof Peace) wefind him making Proviſion for 
times of War,and cauſeth * 4000 Sra/s to be made for his Chariors and Horſemen, the 
laſt being 12000 , a ſmall Proportion, to thoſe cxceeding great Armies that were brought

1100000 ( ſome Authsrs mention more) in his Grecian Expedition, but they choſe a 
fir place for the ſame, And many Condemne the Perſian Commanders (as well they de- 
ſerved) for Encountring with the ſacedonians ( under the Condue. of Alexander the 
Great, inhis Aſian Expedition) with Great Numbers, in ſuch places, where they could 
bring no more Hands te Fight than the Macedonians , which made Alexander ſo Confi- 
dent, asafterwardsto tell Parmenio (one of his Chief Commanders) [| when the Perſi-

VV fore they can put themſelves into a Poſtnre, to receive the Enemies unexpected 
Charge, Therefore ſhall lay down ſeveral R#/es, Obſerved by Eminent Commarzaer-, 
both in Antient and Aogern times, as allo in Forreign parts, and Domeſtique. 

Before the Army is to Martch, there ought tobe a good [»teligence gained of the 
Enemy, ( how Lmartered, at what diſtance, or whether in Motion, ec. ) either by 
Scents Or Parties, thereby to take ſome of the Exemy Priſoners, or Spies ſentamonglt ' 
them. 

Having gained ſome 7ntellsgence, as that the Enemy is before us, and our Army in a 
good Condition to Engagethem, (if time, place, and other advantages preſent ) chen 
lome Scoxts are to beſentout, after them ſcme Parties of Commanded Horſe, ( thatis 
3 or 6 out of a Troop, as occaſion ſhall require, or as may be thought meet by the Ge-" 
eral ) and ſo ſome fingle T ropes or Regiments : If the Enemybe in the Reey, and that 
the Army is Retreating, either to ſome place of Advantage, or co joyn with fome other - 
Ferces, then the ſame Ralez are to be obſervedin the Reer, as beforeinthe Va», whereby 
the Retreat may be the ſafer. Therefore is great Care to be had asto gain /*telligence of 
the Wayes the Army is to Martch in, whether to or from the Enemy, that ſo the Army 
may Martch accordingly, either in great or ſmall Bodies. 
The ſeveral Regiments ( and Brigages) of Horſe, are to Martch according tothe Anti- 
quity of the particular Colonels, or of thoſe that have the Command of the Brigades : 
If the Hor/e be put into Brigades, (as our late Ki»g CHARLE $ his Horſe were, in thoſe

the Rezr, and ſo te take their turns; The ſame Order to be Obſerved in the Regiments of 
every Brigade, beginning with the Eldeft Colonel, If the Enemy be near, cither inthe 
Vas, or Reer, then no 2xarters areallotted, but ſome Ground Aſſigned, according asthe 
General or Commander in Chief ſhall appoint, as neceſlity ſhall require, or opportunity 
preſent, Weare to Conſider of O- ders, whether to Aartch in the Day, or in the Night, 
and accordingly to demean ourfelves. | 
When the Army is Duartered, great care ought tobe hadin placing the Horſe Gaaras 
(and thoſeare to be the Out-Gxera:s) upon ſuch Avennes as are molt likely for the Enemy

Some have Compounded the F3ngs of their 
Battel, of their ableſt Men, and the Barrel it ſeif ofthe Meancit, with ordering the laſt to 
Chargetheic Ezemy,and if they were over-poxred, hen to make theit Retreat co the Revr 
of the other DiviGons, through the aces appointed forthat end, which the Enemy per- 
cciving, followes, ( not perceiving the drift chereof ) and is found in diforder, and that 
berwcen the two ings ( where your beft men were ) ſome of which Charging them on 
both the Flaxks, puts that Barralia in danger. Thus Scipio Ordered his Forces 224inſt 
eAsarnbal, after he had tranſported the Far irom the Roman, tg the Carthaginian Ter- 
ritOries. 

11. Proviſion muſt be made of ſuch 7-ſframents, 8s may hinder the Enemies Her/e,and 
annoy his Foot Forces; but withal great Care and Circumſpeftion mult be uſed, as to the 
ufing of them ; The Swines Pike, an Inſtrument of abour 4 foot long, about che bigneſs 
of a Pike, headed with a (harp Spear at both ends, hath beenanciently uſed by our King 
Henry the 5th in his Wars in France at the Battel of Agin-Conrt, which his Archers then 
raade uſe of ; and fince revived by the King of Swede 1n the late German War 5, which his 
Aaſquetterr uſed, carrying them at their Girales, and as ſoon as they had Fired on the E- 
ntmy,they ſtuckthem down flope. wiſe,and ſo wheel'4 off, whichprevented the H.r/e from 
falling in amongſt them.

If your Army be Conpounded of divers Nations, ſo that fome cf them are not to be 
Truſted, thoſe whoſe Fidelities are queſtionable, muſt alwayes be placed foremoſt againlt 
the Enemy, and your molt Cor fiding men behind them,next unto them ; ſo that havingthe 
Enemy b.fo-e, and a fir-ng B «ttalia behind, they muſt of neceſli:y either Fight or periſh. 
Bur if your Army conliſts of divers Nations, that you were confident of their Ya/ozr and 
Fidelity, th: beſt way we:e to order them all in one Froxr, ſo that the /ralcnſie of one ano- 
thers forwardneſs and Vloar, might breed ſuch an emulation in them, that they would do: 
their bit to exceed one the other in proweſſe. The King of Swedex made uſe of bis Policy 
many times, and i: ood him in great ſtead : The ſame did Homnſienr de Lantree apainſt 
the Emperors Army in the Kingdom of Naples; his Army confitting. of divers Nations 
(as French, Gaſccignes, Almanes, Switzers and Ttalians ) becauſe none of them ſhould 
be diſparaged, he placed them all in one Front; for heknew of their great Emulation,that 
one Nation deſired to be thought more Valiant than theother. 

Tbus hzving Diſcourſed ſomething, relating in Gezeral to the whole Army, we ſhall 
now mention afew things, relating in Particalar to the Cavalry, how they ought to be 
placed, as ſeversl Authors mention: And in this they conclude, That there ought to be 
great care and circumſpeRion had, Firft, in ordering them into convenient Batrtaliaes, or 
proportionable Divi/ons, that they be neither too big, nor too fmail ; Then in the Second 
place, they are tobe Ranged upon each #izg of the Foot diviſions, 50 or bo paces diſtant

Therefore, were it not for the common good, andthe great affeion that every one

conceale their ſtudies, making their fw-erals intheir own boſomes ( whence they had their 
firſt 6iyths ) racher then to expoſe them to the publick, where vert#ous ſtudies are tos of 
gen cruciated by the darts of envy, which malignant ſprrits too frequently pour upon them, 
Notwithſtanding, I will not alcogether diſcourage my ſelf, although 1 know by ſi ffici- 
enttriall, that Cynnicks will bark at thoſe they know not , and others, of as bad anature, 
will accompany their clamours: Forlſoit is wich the inconſiderite multicude, who wan- 
tiog that verrze which we call honeſty, and that fpeciall grace which we call charizy, 
condemne without hearing, and wound without any offence given. This i can ſpeak, with 
pitty to my ſelf, as having too frequent and familiar —_— thereof. But of theſe epceleſft, 
Natures, that lie as it were in * ambuſh, tocarp and findfanlt , endeavouring to wreſt 2. 
ood ententions to their evill conſiruttions ; ſeeing che Wiſe-man complained of ſuch 
long iince, and that Natnre hath not been wanting to chruſi-off the ſame bred daily into 
the World, as bad, and perhaps more malicious, I will leave them to their cafie wayes 
of reprehenton, then which chere is noching of morefacilty, and return to the work of 
this Chapter. 
Having often conſidered with my ſelf the danger of he Mnſquetticr , and how unable 
he is to refſt rhe Horſe, after he hath porred forth bis ſhot, withour he be ſaelterid ei- 
ther by ſome natural! or artificiall d:fence , and withal! having knowle lge, that in ſeve= 
rall parts of Chriſte» dome divers Captains aud Souldiers have oft been crying concluſions, 
to make the 1su/qw.tticrs as well defenſive as offenſive, ſome by wn/crewing the heads 
of their Reſts, and then ſcrewing the ſtaſfe of thity Reſt3 into the muzz4l of the Muſquet, 
with the arming of a Pike at the lower-end ; by which meanes, they would uſe the Aſu/- 
quet and Reſt together, in the nature of a whole P:ke Butthis proved ſo tedious and 
troubleſ>me , that it fell without profit. Another ſort had made Refts, with the one end 
of the fork ( or head ) being like a ſpike, about 12. inches in length : This alſo proved 
extresm rroublceſome to themſelves, dangerozs to their fellowes, and of no validity a= 
e4inſt the Enemy. Athird ſort had Half-pikes of about 7. or 8. foot in length, uſingir 
after the mannerofa Ref, but all the while the /1/quettier was charging ( his Maſ- 
quet ) one ofthem was enough to trouble a whole file beſide the dangerin the recovery. 
A fourth fort there was ( yet better then the former ) that with a hook was faſtered rs the 
Firdle the while the Muſquettier was making ready , but this had his defectsalſo, as be- 
ng both tedious and tronbleſome.

Mruſquittiers with Refts and whole Pikes, for theſe and ſuch like reaſons; for preſuppoſe i Tothe 
what number you pleaſe, the one half whole Pikes, the other Muſqueitticrs and Reſts. fff. 
The fight being begun at diſtance ( as mult needs be conceived ) the half-pike-men pour on 

a great deal more ſhot, at leafs three toone: by which means the adverſe part muſt needs 

be broken and ſporled, before they can poſtibly comeupto the puſh of pike. Secondly, they 

that eſcape death and wounds,if their hearts ſerve them to come up to the p«ſs, willbe ſo 
weary,wind-leſſc;and out of order, with their haſt, that they will not beable toſtand again{t 
their Adverſaries,who keeping their ground, will neither be weary noroat of erder. Third- 
ly,the M/quettiers that come up & breaſt even with their Pikes, will with them be ſuffe- 


' rers of the like inconveniences , and now being come to cloſe fight, are not poſſibly able 


with their Refs, to withſtand the better armed bu/f-pike-men. Fourthly, if there were 
any reaſonable proportion of whole Pikes joyned with the half-pikes & IMnſquets, the ad- 
vantage then would be unqueitionable. 
To the ſecond we ſay, That 1n/quettiers with half-pikes, inſtead of Reſfts,are more [er- 
viceable againſt horſe, than whole Pikes aud /Muſqettiers with Riffs, for theſe reaſons : 
Firſt, Whole Pikes alone are two weak, becauſe the Horſe-man carries fiery weapons, & can 
kill the Pike-man at diſtance, they neither being able to defend themſelves, nor offcxd their 
enemics,Secondly, waſquettiers with Reſts, are no: ablein open Campania, to withſtand 
the able andreſolute Horſe-men qulich will bre..k hem through 8& through. Thirdly,both 
conjoyned in one body, are too weak 10 open and even Countries to withſtand the Horfe : 
for if your Pikes be flanked with 3aſquertiers ( accordingto the uſual manner ) then the 
Hor ſe- men kill the Pikes at diſtance ( as atoreſaid ) and rout and plunder the Mnſquettiers 
on the flanks, they baving little poſlibilicy ofaid from their Pike-wex, when the Horſe 
are entred pec/l-quell among{(t the AM ſquettiers knocking and treading them down. Fourtk- 
ly, If they draw intoany other form of impalment, then one armes becomes a trouble to 
the other, neither being able to pertorme their due cveenrion, Fifthly, Axſquetricrs with 
Half-pikes, are able in any forme or pg:re of Pattel, to defend themſelyes from being

Let me add one benefic more of the Half-pike, alchough it concern none of the Que- 
ries: The uſquettier, whether he uſe Reſt or Half pike, can do noexecutionat any 
great diltance,it he want poyder,march, cr bullet, the which often arein the oneor other 
fourd defetive, then the Half-pike is uſefu}, Secondly, grant ihe Mſquertiersto be 
wel-accommodated with fix Arms, and well fitted with good powder, march and ballet, 
yer ſometimes the extremity of weather, even inthe joyning ofthe Batte/,may make the 
tiery weapon of no uſe, by exceſs of haile, ſnow, rain,or thelike. but then ſhall the Half-

thata.cended him, to learn the #ſe thcreof,, and rwo of his Ser,cants. Many others, both 
of «kill and quality, that bave ſeen ir practiſed, have alſo giventheir approbation unto ir. 
Bur! would not be tedious, thereforetake this one for all, the which may ſerve to ſtop 
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DON, to the Preſident, and Gentlemen of the Artillery Garden, London, chetthird of 
March, 1637.

Firſt, That in regard that the greateſt danger of this Kingdome doth conſiſt in being 
ſurpriſed, and that there is nothing can defend a Landing-place better, than Herſe with 
Muſquettiers behind them , So I hold the Half- pike the more ſerviceable, for that the 
Horſe ſhall carry both offence and defence by thole Armes, and in farr ſhorter time come 
tothe Landing-place,then any Foot , the Horſe martching further in a day,then the fot 
in three. 

Secondly, They are better than fixgle nſquettiers to force a quarter, being moun-- 
ted.up behind Hor/ſe-men, 


Thirdly, They are good in Trenches, for they will be able to defend themſelves with. 
their Half-pikes, after they have diſcharged their 1n/quets , for want of which, the: 
ſingle Muſquettier is forced to retire, to a great eGWifuſion, and hindring thoſe that are 


be: ind them. 


Fourthly, And above all things in Sk:rmiſhes, when no Pikes are able to defend them, 


they areableto defend themſelves, and when they do retire, as ordinarily they do, be-. 
hind the Reer of the Pikes, being forced by a ſtronger Ezemy, they are able to gall the 
Enemy upon the Fla»ks, anddo great ſervice without danger. 

Fitchly, In narrow firaits and paſſages,they can defend and eFexud more than any Pikes 


or Muſquetti:rs , for wh:re Pikes and 17zſquettiers cannot ſerve, they will do double.
